Karl Suchocki, spokesman for the 
Federal Emergency Management 
Agency in Washington, said the 
declaration will make available fed- 
eral matching funds of up to 75 per- 
ficent of eligible damages. He said 
ustate and local agencies will provide 
ithe remaining 25 percent. 

| Authorities said the dike break 
caused an estimated $12 million in 
damage. However, FEMA officials 
said the declaration will only require 
them to pay for damages to public 
Macilities downstream of the reser- 
Voir. 

| The dike broke just minutes after 
midnight, sending a 12-foot wall of 
fiwater down the Virgin River. Areas 
lof St. George, 14 miles to the west, 
ere left awash in flood waters.

John Swanson, chief of disaster as- 
sistance programs for FEMA’s Den- 
ver office, said an agency field team 
would be sent to St. George to orga- 
nize a disaster field office in the Wash- 
ington County Courthouse. 

He said that while Gov. Norman 
Bangerter had requested individual 
assistance from Washington, Bush’s 
declaration was “only for public facili- 
ties that were damaged by flooding 
downstream.” 

Repair of the dike itself also is ex- 
cluded, Swanson said, because “the 
disaster was caused by pre-event defi- 
ciencies in the dike.... We don’t feel 
this is a natural disaster.” 

Swanson said it is possible the 
Small Business Administration and 
Farmers Home Administration may 
step in to offer housing and low-inter- 
est loan assistance.

| lice, said the recent rapes are a priority in their 
department. “Several detectives are assigned to 
the case and they are working around the clock.” 
Police think the assailant could be the same person 


in all of the cases.

Moslem rebels want 
Islamic Afgahnistan

PESHAWAR, Pakistan — Afghan 
guerrillas who have fought Marxist 
regimes since 1978 say they want a 
non-aligned Islamic republic, but not 
necessarily the kind an Arab nation or 
the Persians of Iran would create. 

“The people of Afghanistan are 
Moslems,” Hamed Karzai said, but 
added: “We have lived in that location 
for thousands of years. It’s a question 
of culture. 

“He’s an Arab, I’m an Afghan. He 
wears skirts, I wear this,” he said, 
pointing to his loose cotton trousers 
and knee-length shirt called a shalwar 
kameez. “And we are absolutely dif- 
ferent from Iran.” 

Karzai is a spokesman for the 
seven-party Islamic Unity of Afghan 
Mujahedeen based in Peshawar, Pak- 
istan. He is also a political officer of 
the Afghan National Liberation 
Front. 

The front is considered one of the 
more moderate, Western-oriented 
parties of mujahedeen, or “holy war- 
riors.” Karzai acknowledged that con- 
servative groups have more power 
within the alliance and said there are 
differences on how to define an Is- 
lamic state even within the Afghan 
context. 

Shahruk Gran, a field commander 
of the moderate National Islamic 
Front of Afghanistan, said all the 
guerrillas are Moslems but that does 
not mean they fit a specific political 
mold.

Flu spreading; 
Health Center

since then,everyday more than 70 students 
have beenrushing to the health center, 2 direc- 
tor of the McDonald Health Center said. 

“We had 82 patients come through an urgent 
care area Saturday, and probably 80 percent of 
those were flu,” said Dr. Gus Hoffman, of the 
McDonald Health Center. It isa variety Type-B 


ave had a lot of flu in the last 10 to 14 days 
both here (BYU campus) and in the Mission 
Training Center. It is unusual,” said Hoffman. 
According to Dr. Steve Freestone, director 
of Utah Valley Regional Medical Center in 


feeling lousy.” 


Provo, the 1989 influenza B-type hit the com- 
munity in the end of December. 

Freestone said the biggest reason flu spreads 
out inthe community quickly is that people have 
close contact to each other. Coughing or sneez- 
ing releases the virus into the air; people are 
infected by breathing in the viruses. F'lu is also 
contracted through hand shaking, he said. 

According to Hoffman, symptoms include 
coughing, headache, aching muscles, low-back 
pain and sore throat. “People are generally 


Those symptoms will last two to four days, 
and the “only thing we can do is to treat those 
symptoms, to drink a lot of fluids and to get 
plenty of rest,” he said. 

Hoffman said, however, flu-patients should 


— some putting it on a narrow path 
and some on a broader one,” he said, 
“but I think for all of us it means hav- 
ing the right of choosing our own gov- 
ernment.” 

He and the other mujahedeen be- 
lieve that right was usurped in April 
1978 when communists seized control 
of Afghanistan in a military coup.

More than 5 million Afghans have 
fled the country, most of them to Pak- 
istan, the neighbor to the east, and 
the others to Iran, on Afghanistan’s 
western border. The guerrillas use 
refugee camps as bases and most of 


their support comes from the United | 


States and Pakistan. 


Soviet military forces intervened in | 


December 1979 and an estimated 
115,000 Red Army soldiers were in 
Afghanistan when they began with- 
drawing May-15 under a U.N.-medi- 
ated agreement. All are to be gone by 
Feb. 15. 

Pressure has been brought from 
outside, particularly the United 
States and Pakistan, for a softer posi- 
tion now that the Soviets are leaving 
and the Marxist regime in Kabul is 
expected to fall. 

Whatever their differences, the 
mujahedeen factions agree their gov- 
ernment should be friendly with 
neighbors, even the Soviets, but free 
of foreign interference. 

However, the Afghans will be 
heavily dependent on foreign aid to 
rebuild after a decade of war since 
much industry and agriculture is idle 
or in ruins.

Black Awareness Week 
is needed to show truth 
about history, author says

If history books told the full truth, 
and if Hollywood and television told. 
the full truth there would be no need 
for Black Awareness Week, said a 
best-selling author Tuesday evening. 

Wallace Terry, the keynote 
speaker for the 3rd annual Black 
Awareness Week and author of the 
book “Bloods” spoke on black contri- 
butions in the U.S. Army. 

“I find it most disturbing when 
these contributions are ignored,” said 
Terry. “You can’t do any more for 
your country than die for it.” 

“Black history is American his- 
tory,” he said. “The two cannot be 
separated, just as Mormon history is 
a part of American history. 

“You need a black .awareness 
week to correct the unjust treatment 
of black contributions to the growth 
of our nation,” he said. 

Terry reported the Vietnam War 
first-hand for Time magazine during 
1967-1969. 

Terry said, “Text books, encyclo- 
pedias and movies told me the white 
soldier was invincible and the black 
soldier was invisible.” 

Terry wrote “Bloods” because he 
didn’t want the black soldiers to be 
forgotten. 

Black soldiers in Vietnam called 
themselves “Bloods,” said Terry. 
“There was a Civil Rights movement 
taking place within the Vietnam War 
itself.” 

“The black soldiers in Vietnam 
shouldered more burdens than their 
white counterparts,” said Terry. 
There was discrimination. 

We sent children to Vietnam, he 
said. The average age was 19. 

According to Terry, the youngest

Supreme court denies Gardner’s appeal 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah Supreme-Court on Tuesday rejected an 
appeal by condemned killer Ronnie Lee Gardner after three years of consider- 
ation. 

Gardner, 27, is under a death sentence for killing an attorney during a 1985 
shootout at the Metropolitan Hall of Justice. Police contend a woman slipped 
Gardner a gun while he was being transported to a hearing on a second-degree 
murder charge.

Assertiveness 


Dear Editor: 

Last semester I took a self-as- 
sertiveness test and learned my as- 
sertiveness was below average. To 
solve this problem, I chose an exer- 
cise requiring me to assert myself fre- 
quer The exercise was very help- 
ul; now my assertiveness is well 
above average. I realize that if BYU 
students are typical, about 13,000 are 
under-assertive. So I wanted to re- 
port my method for gaining confi- 
dence and encourage others to try it. 

The task is simple: run a seven-and- 
a-half-minute (or faster) mile in the 
inside lane of the short indoor track 
between 5 and 9 p.m. I have con- 
ducted an extended informal study of 
the task. The results are remarkebly 
consistent. On the average, a runner 
must assert him or herself (“on your 
left” or, “please walk in the outside 
lanes” and then “thank you”) 11 times 
per lap (standard deviation = 1.6), in 
order to continue running in the in- 
side lane. This figure is constant, re- 

ardless of the number of consecutive 
aps the runner completes. 

Thus, running one fast mile each 
school night yields about 385 weekly 
opportunities to develop assertive-

Whitney Houston and Michael 
Jackson will now have to share stu- 
dents’ radio air time with more Era- 
sure and Depeche Mode. Progressive 
music has two more allies in Utah 
County, and they want listeners to 
become acquainted with groups such 
as 10,000 Maniacs, Martini Ranch and 
Big Pig. 

The owners of KJQ radio, “The 
Cutting Edge,” recently announced 
the acquisition of a translator fre- 
quency in Utah County. They will 
now be broadcasting on 104.9 FM, 
featuring hits by progressive artists, 
such as New Order and Talking 
Heads. 

Another station, broadcasting on 
94.9, and formerly known as “The 
Touch,” has been popular with stu- 
dents, but its management is also 
looking for an increase in listeners, 
having recently 
changed the format to 
“modern music.” 


Brad Stone, pro- 
gram director for the 
now HOT 94.9 


(KZHT), said the station will 
add progressive hits to its 
program, but continue to play 
songs from artists such as Taylor 
Dane and Rick Astley. 

Stone said his station wants to

area. He said when K-96 radio 
changed formats (to oldies) it left 
nothing for the high school and col- 
lege students to listen to.

black Americans.” Danny Glover, 
who co-stars with Esther Roll, noted 
how important the play was to blacks 
and whites saying, “It’s important 
that society knows that there were 
black people that stood up for their 
rights. Too many times you see the 
black people portrayed as people who 
ran from their opressors. There are 
blacks who fought back and America 
needs to see that side of history.” 

He said “A Raisin in the Sun” por- 
trays black history more accurately 
than most recent dramatical repre- 
sentations like “Mississippi Burning,” 
starring Gene Hackman and Willem 
Dafoe. 

Combining high drama and tran- 
scendent humanity, the play con- 
fronts the American Dream through 
the survival and struggle of a ghetto 
family, 

Their conflicting visions of a better 
future are brought within reach when 
their father dies, leaving a $10,000 
insurance annuity. 

This sudden windfall unleashes the 
conflicting dreams of the Younger 
family. 

Ambition, heartbreak, genera- 
tional conflict and the power of love 
are all portrayed in a mother’s heroic 
struggle to hold her family together. 

The play had its origins in Hans- 
berry’s own childhood experience. As 
an eight year old, her family moved 
into an all-white neighborhood where 
she was almost killed. After much 
harrassment the Hansberry’s were 
evicted by the Illinois courts. 

Hansberry’s father and NAACP 
lawers fought the case to an historic 
Supreme Court decision — “Hans- 
berry vs. Lee” — which outlawed the 
restrictive covenant. 

Hansberry died at the early age of 
34, and was not only the first black 
woman to have a play produced on 
Broadway, but in 1959 she was the 
youngest American, at 29, the fifth 
woman and the only black to win the 
prestigious New York Drama Critics 
“Best Play” Award. 

The World premiere of “Raisin” 
marks the start of “Black History 
Month.” 
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ager. Despite the change in format, 
the station will have a mix to keep the 
listener interested, said Pullan. 
Richard Rees, KJQ operations man- 
ager, said people who are interested 
in strictly progressive music in its 
true form should turn to KJQ, “The 
Cutting Edge.” 

Since its early days as KABE and 
KCGL, employees at the station have 
tried to get more air time for progres- 
sive music. After the station became 
KJQ in March 1988, the employees 
began to experiment with the modern 
format, but only at night. According 
to dise jockeys at the station, re- 


quests for progressive artists were so 


overwhelming that at the beginning 
of 1989 they began the new format. 

Until now, this has been the sce- 
nario in the Ogden-Salt Lake area. 
However, with the addition of the 
translator of 104.9, it is now possible 
for students to listen in. 

“We've always wanted to get the 

music to our fans in Utah 
County, but it has taken us 
longer than any of us antici- 
pated,” said Rees. 

He said one reason 
for adding Utah 
County to the station’s 
broadcasting range was 
the high number of tickets 
sales in the area for concerts like UB- 
40 and Erasure. 

Jeffery Haderlie, assistant man- 
ager at Pegasus Records in Orem, 
said although his store doesn’t moni- 
tor what radio stations customers lis- 
ten to, there has been a recent trend 
in purchasing progressive music. 

Haderlie said one reason for the 
higher sales is the dance clubs and 
radio stations are playing more mod- 
ern music, and that “not just progres- 
sive people are listening.” 

Rees said he thinks the higher in- 
terest in progressive music isn’t nec- 
essarily because groups are changing 
their style, but because people are 
finally discovering them. Rees said 
KJQ is trying to give the chance for 
progressive music to be discovered 
and enjoyed. “Our business is to 
make the U2’s and the Erasure’s of 
tomorrow,” he said.

A dispute between Provo City and 
the State Engineer over Provo River 
water rights might have to be solved 
‘by the State Supreme Court, said 
State Engineer Robert Morgan. 

Morgan said the issue concerning 
water rights to the Provo River has 
probably been around since the 1902 
Morse Decree. 

According to the Morse Decree, 
Provo “owns, controls, distributes 
and regulates the waters of the Provo 
River to which its inhabitants and 
parties adjacent to said city are enti- 
tled.” 

Morgan speculates the Morse De- 
cree was not issued by the federal 
government, making the water right 
controversy a matter for the state 
court. 

Merril Bingham, director of Public 
Works for Provo, said Provo believes 
it has certain decreed rights concern- 
ing the water in the Provo River. 

Morgan said the issue over Provo’s 
water rights has resurfaced because 
of the Jordanelle Reservoir, which is 
still under construction in Heber 
City.

Communications department. 

The LDS Church has no official 
statement on homelessness in gen- 
eral, according to LeFevre. “The 
Church’s program says the individual 
should take care of himself.” 

When that isn’t possible, his family 
should help, and if that help isn’t ade- 
quate, then the Church steps in. 
“First the individual, then the family, 
then the Church,” he said. 

Outside the LDS Church, if the in- 
dividual and his family aren’t self-suf- 
ficient enough, church and volunteer 
organizations should be the next step. 
If basic gospel principles involved in 
the LDS Church welfare services pro- 
gram were to be widely implemented 
in society, homelessness wouldn’t be 
eliminated but would be greatly re- 
duced, he said. 

“T believe that it is such a complex 
problem” that there is no one solu- 
tion, said Joan Richardson, pastoral 
assistant for community ministries 
for the (Catholic) Cathedral of the 
Madeleine in Salt Lake City. : 

“Having dealt with the homeless in 
just the past year I’ve realized how 
complex it is,” she said. 

Richardson said author Alexis de 
Tocqueville suggested that injustice 
exists in society because people are 
intolerant, and when people become 
intolerant of that injustice, they'll 
work toward eliminating it. Such in- 
tolerance ended child labor, and when 
people become intolerant toward 
homelessness, that’s when they'll 
work to end it, said Richardson. 

“That really hit home with me,” she 
said. “That’s kind of my feeling too,” 
that when enough people become in- 
tolerant of homelessness, they will sit 
down together and work something 
out. 

Alston listed a low economy, low- 
paying service industry jobs, mental 
illness, low skill levels and substance 
abuse as reasons for homelessness.

made by Morris were not those of the 
commission, he should have held the 
air pollution press conference some- 
where else. 

“T think that if he is going to do it 
under the office of the county, then it 
should have been the concerns of the 
county. If he’s going to do it his own 
way, then he can do it his own way,” 
said Beck. 

“But don’t use the county buildings 
to make that type of statement, giv- 
ing the impression that he has the 
county behind him. To me it is nothing 
more than a power threat, a way of 
getting his name in the paper.” 


There is also less low-income housing. 

What is needed now is to get re- 
sources together to work against 
homelessness, she said. “Utahns have 


been very generous” in donating time 


and money, she said. 

“The only permanent solution is to 
increase God-consciousness ... That 
may sound idealistic or abstract,” but 
it’s really the only permanent way to 
cure homelessness, said Charu Das, 
of the International Society for Kr- 
ishna Consciousness and program di- 
rector of KHQN radio. 

“I think ... homelessness comes 
from a lack of understanding that God 
owns everything,” he said. “People 


think this world was created by acci- 


dent” and grab more than their share, 
Das said. “(They) leave far too little.” 

“The issue of homelessness is a 
symptom ofa much larger issue,” said 
Eugene Gibbons, director of the 
School of Social Work at BYU. That 
issue is the job market, which has 
worsened while society has moved 
from an industrial to a service society. 
“Until we take it on that level, we’re 
just treating a symptom,” he said. 

There aren’t enough jobs available 
to let people earn enough to have 
their own homes, Gibbons said. Soci- 
ety will have to “go to work at the 
level of trying to provide jobs that pay 
enough for people to have homes.” 

He said he is concerned about hav- 
ing an economy that will let people 
have those jobs, and said he expects 
the problem to get: worse. 

Help for the homeless needs to be 
“pretty much on the community 
level,” according to Colin Austin, 
president of Response club. “Along 
the job service lines, perhaps ... the 
root problem is unemployment. 

Austin, 28, is a senior from Fredo- 
nia, N.Y., majoring in Spanish.

where. Morgan said if a surplus oc- 
curs in the Provo River, Jordanelle 
would take the surplus water and 
store it. Morgan said this was done in 
the Jordanelle situation. 

If and when a time comes that 
Provo needs water, Jordanelle would 
release the amount that is needed, he 


said. 


“Any group that can take unappro- 


a priated water and put it to a beneficial 


use, without interfering with prior 
appropriated water, may use it,” said 
Morgan. 

According to Bingham, Provo must 


| decide what to do with the surplus 
| water, not another party. 


Bingham said the vested water 
rights of Provo have been reaffirmed 
by the State Supreme Court of Utah. 


“If this does go to court, we believe 
- that we have astrong legal standing,” — 


he said. 

Wayne Spence, a resident of Provo 
for the past three years, requested 
the mayor and City Council lease any 
surplus water to the Central Utah 
Water Conservancy District. 

The request came in the form of a 
resolution drafted by Spence and a 
petition with more than 600 signa- 
tures of other Provo residents.

Beck, a former employee at Geneva 
Steel, said the issue has never been 
discussed by the commission, and 
should have been discussed before 
Morris made his statements. 

Since Morris has come out and de- 
manded action, the issue will most 
likely become a concern of the entire 
commission, Beck said. 

“T don’t disagree with setting up 
committees and to start working on 
these problems, but by the same to- 
ken we need to make sure everyone is 
involved,” said Beck. 

Beck said Geneva is making every 
effort to comply with federal regula- 
tions and is currently not in violation 
of any laws. 

According to Beck, it is the state’s 
obligation to see that Geneya is in 
compliance with the laws\and not the 
county’s responsibility. As long as 
Geneva is in compliance with federal 
regulations, it is no concern of the 
county, said Beck. 

“If they are in violation, then the 
state has the right to shut them 
down,” said Beck. “But ifthey are not 
in violation then somebody is going to 
have to prove that they are. 

“You just can’t come out and de- 
mand that they do different things 
just because you have a different phi- 
losophy than I do,” Beck said.

spilled but since the chemical is dan- 
gerous every precaution was taken to 
ensure the safety of the students and 
faculty. The chemical is highly de- 
tectable and can affect the skin and 
lungs,” said Marrott. 

Marrott said an order issued by the 
state of Utah was given to the police 
and fire departments to dispose of the 
toxic materials. But the disposal 
would be handled by a private dis- 
posal firm. “We have everything 
cleaned up and under control,” Mar- 
rott said. “We are now waiting for the 
disposal company to show up.” 

Nothing could be finalized concern- 
ing removal until the County Health 
Commissioner saw the site and gave 


_an evaluation, said Marrott. 


Even though the spill did not 
present an immediate danger, school 
officials canceled classes until 5 p.m. 
to make sure everything was under 
control and no problems could arise. 

The chemical did not have to be 
disposed of at a controlled dump site 
because the fire department was able 
to neutralize it with hydrochloric 
acid. Marrott said the pH balance 
(measurement of acidity) was down 
around two and was considered safe. 
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Joe Cannon, president of Geneva 
Steel, said Geneva is currently in 
compliance with all federal regula- 
tions and is committed to continue do- 
ing so. He said he has hired John 
Cooper, a national expert on air pollu- 
tion, to study the effect Geneva has on 
the quality of air in Utah Valley. 

“Geneva is committed to air quality 
in Utah Valley, and we will continue 
to do everything we can to ensure 
that it remains that way,” said Can- 
non. 

Sid Sandberg, the third Utah 
County Commissioner, said he does 
not look at Morris’ remarks as an at- 
tack on Geneva, but an attack on air 
quality in general. 

Sandberg agrees with Beck that air 


quality is not a problem the county 
can solve alone. 
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
